Through the courtesy of Mrs, Moore wo 
are allowed to give our readers the benefit of 
the following graphic account of the fishing 
at Chemulpo, as seen and reported by her 
husband, Bishop Monre, for whose safety it, 
will be remembered, grave fears were. es 
tained at the outset of the war. : 

L left Shanghai early Saturday morning on 
the 6th February,.ia the Swayurd, one of the 
Russian line plying between that city and Port 
War was imminent. 
rumours were flying. Minister Allen, of Coren, 
had directed our mission, lo cable not to sail, 
But thisincreased my desire to go, especially as 
[had a conference to hold in Seoul this month, 
and the longer I delayed the poorer the chances 
of yelting over.” Biigadier-Gereial Henry T. 
Allen, commander of our native scouts and 
constabulury in the Philippines, was the only 
other passenger—-a most informing, capable 
and delizhtful gentteman,a typical high-minded 
Kentuckian. ‘As he spuke Russian we man- 
aged to get on very well with the Russiat 
oflicers and crew.

Our mission compound commands a fine 
view of the harbour and roadstead, and to 
the left and further seaward a still better 
view is secured. Asthe ships disappeared in 
the haze our hearts stood still with almost 
agonising suspense, Then came the roar of 
two shots across thelr bows. Then, refusing 
to lay to, they opened their batteries, and 
were opened upon by the concentrated fire of 
the Japanese. Fifteen minutes, we thought 
would suffice to end the unequal combat; but 
earth and seashook under the awful thunder 
of the guns thirty minutes, forty minutes, fifty- 
two minutes; and unable to break through, 
scorning to surrender, the Russians swung 
round and steamed back to their anchorage, 
with their flags still flying, Sure of their prey, 
and presumably unwilling to fight unnecessari- 
ly in the harbour, the Japanese did not pursue 
but resumed their station in the roadstead, 
completely blackading the only channel. The 
fouy-funnslled, Cramp»built cruiser wat evident- 
fy badly wounded and lisjed to port The 
Korlets, the smaller of the two, was apparently 
uninjured, But we hastened to row out in 
atampan to inspect for ourselves, We saw 
po scars or wounds on the Korvefs, though 
the sailors were putting fresh paint on ber bull 
here and there, as ifto conceal scare, and the 
officer directing bad: his head bandaged.
